Tho Pioneer Press says: It appears 
that Mr. John Lind lias accepted tho 
fusion nomination for governor. 
F u ­ 
sion means the fragile tie which holds 
together tho Democratic and opposi­ 
tion to the Republican party. 
Mr. 
Lind is at present quartermaster, with 
the title of lieutenant, of the Twelfth 
regiment of 
Minnesota volunteers, 
now at Chickamauga 
a very safe and 
comfortable berth, which does not im­ 
pose upon him any of the martial 
duties of a soldier 
and it was sup 
posed that one reason why he accept­ 
ed this position was the desire to get 
out of the unsavory political soup in 
which he was immersed when he ran 
for the governorship two years ago as 
the candidate of the Populist party, 
with its Democratic annex. 
At the time tho free silver nonsense 
was the dominant political issue. But 
the progress of events has wholly eli­ 
minated tho free silver issue from nu- 
tarnal or state politics. In his letter of 
acceptance he wholly ignores it. And 
his long delay in writing it was evi 
dent Iv dm* to the fact that he was un­ 
able to discover what ideas or policies 
or issues lie was expected to represent, 
lb* was forced to write his letter ut 
last without being abb* to toll what 
he was to run for. 
Representing the 
opposition4o the Republican party, 
In* is unable even to indicate on what 
grounds this opposition is based.

His utter inability to

from tin* dominion of personal greed 
and political ambition to which it has 
s.) long boon subjected and to restore 
to its place the rule of public law.”

Color Sergeant J. E. 
A ndrew s of 
Troop B, T hird cavally’, is a big m an 
and a typical soldier in appearance. He 
has been 18 years iii tho service. 
He 
w as shot in tho abdomen, but is able to 
w alk about. 
H is regim ent w as going 
up the h ill a t Sail Ju an w hen ho was 
hit. 
He rolled down several yards and 
brought to in a ditch, but stuck to the 
colors ho carried. 
Ho called out to his 
lieutenant to take tho colors, but in 
the roar of battle tho officer did not hear 
him. 
“ I w as in front of tho firing lin e ,” 
said the color sergeant. 
“ We w ere o r­ 
dered to advance, and we moved for­ 
w ard 150 yards. A bout 4 o’clock in tho 
afternoon the h ill had been carried by 
the rough riders and tho T hird cavalry. 
When I stopped rollng, I sat up and 
could see tho lino of battle for a mile. 
ITI never forget tho w ay our boys 
walked up th at hill, from tho top of 
w hich canid a storm of bullets. 
I d o n 't 
know how tho mon could have done it. 
I never saw anything like it. They were 
yelling all tho way up. 
The nippers 
w ould not cut tho flat w ires of tho 
barbed fences we found in tho way. 
Some of the men w ould jum p on tho 
w ires and hold thorn dow n till other 
men had passed over them . 
“ Sergeant M ulheam planted our col­ 
ors on tho top of the h ill. In a few sec­ 
onds 200 shots flew around it, aud it 
w as nearly riddled. 
My clothes wero 
alm ost cut to pieces by bullets w hich did 
not harm me. 
I w as shot about 300 
yards from an in frenchm en t. Thoro our 
boys captured a Spanish flag w ith tho 
letter ‘K ’ on it. 
L ieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt aud M ajor W cstervolt of the 
rough riders were w ith us. 
I told them 
to lie down or they wouldflbe shot, but 
they w ouldn’t. Then M ajor W ostorvelt 
was shot in tho neck. 
He was carried 
to tho rear and after being bandaged 
sat down to smoke his pipe. 
The hos­ 
p ital people w anted to keep him there. 
W hen his pipe was finished, ho said: 
‘W ell, I guess I ’m boss. 
I ’m going.’ 
They tried to prevent him from going 
to the front, but they couldn’t. 
W hen 
ho got to the front, ho w as wounded 
a g a in .” — New York H erald.

Some In c id e n t* o f the F i g h t . 
Color Sergeant J. E. 
Andrews of 
Troop B, Third cavalry, is a big man 
and a typical soldier iu appearance. He 
has been IS years in the service. 
He 
was shot in the abdomen, hut is able to 
walk about. 
His regiment was going 
up the hill at Ban Juan when ho was 
hit. 
Hu rolled down several yards and 
brought, to m a ditch, but stuck to the 
colors ho carried. 
He called out to his 
lieutenant to ta k e the colors, but in 
the roar of battle the officer did not hear 
him. 
“ I was in front of the firing lino,” 
said the color s» rgeant. 
“ We were or­ 
dered to advance, and we moved for­ 
ward 130 yards. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon the hill had been carried by 
the rough riders and ♦he Third cavalry. 
When I stopped rollng, 1 sat up and 
could see the lino of battle for a mile. 
I'll never forget the way our boys 
walked up that hill, from the top of 
which came a storm of bullets. 
1 don’t 
know how the men could have done it. 
I never saw anything like it. They were 
yelling all the way up. 
The nippers 
would not cut the fiat wires of the 
barbed fences we found in tlte way. 
Some of the men would jump on the 
wires and hold them down till other 
men had passed over them. 
“ Sergeant Mulheain planted our col­ 
ors on the top of the hill. In a few sec­ 
onds 200 shots flew around it, and it 
was nearly riddled. 
M y clothes wero 
almost cut to pieces by bullets which did 
not harm mo. 
1 was shot about 300 
yards from an intrenehment. There our 
boys captured a Spanish flag with tho 
letter ‘K ’ on it. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt and Major Westervelfc of the 
rough riders were with us. 
I told them 
to lie down or they \voul(Hbo shot, but 
they wouldn’t. Then Major Westervelfc 
was shot in the neck. 
He was carried 
to tho rear and after being bandaged 
sat down to smoke his pipe. 
The hos­ 
pital people wanted to keep him there. 
When his pipe was finished, ho said: 
‘ W ell, I guess I ’m boss. 
I ’m going. ’ 
They tried to prevent him from going 
to the front, hut they couldn’t. 
When 
ho got to the front, he was wounded 
again.” — New York Herald. 


U T I L I T Y O F T H E V U L C A N . 


A lre a d y I ’roved by Service* to the Fle e t 


In C u b an W a te r * . 


The steamer Vulcan of the navy, fit­ 
ted out as a repair shop ship by E n ­ 
gineer in Chief M elville, proved in val­ 
uable to tho large squadron in Cuban 
waters, operating far from a naval base, 
where repairs wero impossible except in 
tho ease of exceedingly slight injuries, 
and it is now clearly shown that had 
not this vessel been promptly sent to 
Santiago a number of 
the warships 
would have had to continue in a crip­ 
pled condition or been returned to the 
United States to bo put in good order. 
A letter received from Chief Engineer 
Chasmar of the Vulcan, dated Guanta­ 
namo, Ju ly 5, declared that the Vulcan 
is thoroughly appreciated in the squad­ 
ron and i.s doing great work. 
Twelve 
ships have already made use of her fa­ 
cilities for repair to their machinery, 
and several of them received new steam 
pipes in place of the old ones that had 
been shot away. 
The Vulcan has not been limited to 
steam engine) ring affairs alone, but has 
been used for ordnance and construction 
work. She remedied the damages to the 
hull of Commodore Watson’s flagship, 
the Newark, caused by collision with 
the Dolphin, and, among other odd jobs, 
two shafts for fi inch gun mounts, es­ 
sential to the use of those weapons, 
have been made in her shops. The V u l­ 
can has blacksmithing, machine shop, 
boiler making and other complete out­ 
fits aboard that permit work of any 
reasonable magnitude to be undertaken, 
superior to tlio capacity of shops at 
many small ports and surpassed alone 
by tho larger navy yards.— Wilmington 
Morning News.
